Chamber of Commerce today went on record as

Under the present practice, all 
government purchases are ac- 
cepted on the basis of the lowest 
bid and approved by the con- 
troller general of the treasury. 

H. H. Rice, assistant to the presi- 
dent of Genera! Motors, 
man of the legislative committee of 
the chamber, appearing before the 
House Judiciary Committee, which 
is considering the Cramton measure, 
argued that the question of the low 
bidder for an automobile or truck 
is not as important as is the ques- 


tion of the service given by the 
vehicle after its purchase by the 
government.

AMERICAN TIRES 
GAINING ABROAD 


Italy, Rumania, Greece 
Dealers Buying 
In Quantity 


Special from A, D. N. Washington Bureau 
ASHINGTON, Feb. 25. 
—With the increase in 

American-made cars, the sale 

of American tires is being fa- 

cilitated in Italy, Rumania 
and Greece, and dealers are 
buying in much larger quan- 
ties than formerly, according 
to reports today to the rubber 
division of the Department 


of Commerce. 

While retail sales are theoreti- 
cally made for cash, credit is ex- 
tended in too many cases, it is 
pointed out, with the result that 
so far no dealer organization in 
these countries has attempted to 
eradicate certain abuses and harm- 
ful trade practices. 

An important meeting was held 
recently in Rome and attended by 
representatives of leading tire manu- 
facturers, with the hope that event- 
ually a newly formed organization 
will be able to eliminate some of the 
difficulties of the tire trade and 
put this business on a firm footing. 

Prices of American tires were in- 
creased somewhat toward the end 
of 1928, but sales were in no way 
affected. Competition in Italy is 
keen, with Michelin the sales leader, 
followed by Pirelli, Dunlop and four 
American makes. 

In Rumania one American make 
is getting 18 per cent. of the busi- 
ness, a second American make 17 
per cent., and a third about 8 per 
cent., according to reliable esti- 
mates. The tendency toward Amer- 
ican-made tires continues to grow, 
in spite of the consignment terms 
being granted to Michelin’s con- 
tinued supremacy. 

There has been a decided increase 
in tire advertising in Rumania, while 
it has been the practice of dealers to 
make inexpensive gifts with sales, 
such as pencils and calendars. All 
dealers in American tires and the 
Rumanian representative of Dunlop 
are Operating under a price agree- 
ment. 

All tire importers in Greece, in- 
cluing American tire dealers, have 
adopted a policy of selling direct 
to consumers, and allowing a 
maximum discount of 10 per cent. 
from retail price lists. All are 
granting unusually long payment 
facilities to consumers, extending 

in some cases to as much as four 
months, and often resulting in 
heavy losses from bad debts. 
Michelin has lost much ground in 
Greece, its sales now being esti- 
mated at about 18 per cent. of the 
total, while one American make is 
reported to be filling ahout 35 per 
cent. of the existing aemand, fol- 
lowed by another American make 
with 18 per cent. 

Stocks in the hands of American 
tire distributors are reported as 
normal, with substantial orders 
being sent out by most distributors 
in anticipation of a more active de< 
mand during the second quarter of 
this year.

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CARBON MONOXIDE 


E introduction of tetraethyl 
lead into automobile fuels 
seems to have little or no bearing 
oh the carbon monoxide present 
in the exhaust gases of the pres- 
ent-day automobile, and, if any- 
thing, this action apparently im- 
proves conditions, This was re- 
vealed in a series of teste con- 
ducted by the United States Bu- 
reau of Mines recently at the in- 
Stigation of the Ethyl Gasoline 

Corporation. 

The tests were conducted with the 
ordinarily low-compression engine, 
as well as with the higher compres- 
sion engine. It was found, however, 
that the high-compression engine 
using straight gasoline suffered 
from detonation, whereas the same 
engine using the same _ gasoline 
which had been treated with tetra- 
ethyl lead operated smoothly under 
the same conditions without detona- 
tion. 

From this it may be gathered that 
in the case of the higher compres- 
sion engine when operating under 
load with straight it would be neces- 
sary to retard the spark further in 
an effort to alleviate detonation than 
would be the case when using ethyl 
gasoline. With the spark in the

Winter driving, over roads with 
surfaces roughened by accumula- 
tion of snow and ice, is one of the 
finest things in the world to knock 
headlights out of adjustment.

GABRIEL SNUBBER MANUFACTURING COMPANY 

N this company we have another manufacturer special- 

izing in a single line of automobile equipment, in this case 
the shock absorber. Gabriel Snubber Manufacturing Com- 
pany has an excellent earnings record behind it, both under 
its present name and as the Gabriel Manufacturing Com- 
pany prior to 1925. 

While it is true that earnings took a decided dip in 1928, comparison 
with previous years is hardly fair. The company spent more than 
$400,000 in developing its new “triple-hydraulic” shock absorber. Had 
this money remained in the profits column, the net decline under 1927 
would have been slight. More than 1,250,000 “snubbers” were sold in the 
year, and this product is not being discontinued. The new product did 
not reach the market until October, and its immediate sales resulted in 
a profit for the last quarter of 1928, as against a net loss in the corre- 
spending period of 1927. 

The promise that 1929 would be a good year, not only in com- 
parison with 1928, but with preceding years, held out by the imme- 
diate response to the new product last fall, appears now to be a 
certainty. Day and night shifts have been necessary recently to keep 
up with demand, and George H. Ralls, president, announced that 
orders on hand in January were sufficient to make capacity oper- 
ations necessary through the first quarter at least. Earnings for the 
first half of the current year will most certainly show a material 
gain over the $1.38 per share profit shown in the first half of last 
year. 

In the “triple-hydraulic” Gabriel appears to have made an important: 
development in the shock absorber field. It is said to cushion both the

The manufacture ot 
Gabriel Snubbers began in 1911, basic patent rights having been acquired 
in full, except those covering the manutacture and distribution in 
Canada. The plant, owned in fee, is located at Cleveland, and the 
average number of employees is around 260. The factory contains 67,500 

ewgejuare feet of floor space. 

The capital steck is Civided into A and B classes of common, both 
no par, there being 198,000 shares of A and 2.000 shares of B authorized 
and outstanding. Rights are identical, except exclusive voting power is 
vested in Class B. The class A stock was oftered through Otis & Co. 
of Cleveland at $25 a share in 1925, when it was listed on the New York 
Stock and Cleveland Stock Exchanges. Since that time it has reached 
a high of 59 and a low of 15, the high coming in 1927, and the low in 
1928. Its current price is around $30. 


Dividends have been paid as follows: Initial on both classes of 62!4 | 


cents on July 1, 1925. Regularly quarterly thereafter until January 2, 
1927, when it was raised to 87!2 cents, and continued at that rate until 
quarter including January 1, 1928.

Earnings have varied somewhat since formation of the new com- 
pany in 1925, but, with the exception of last year, they have been 
good. In 1925 the net income was $1,314,081, or $6.57 per share on 
the 200,000 shares of A and B stock. The net dropped to $1,033,630 
in 1926, this amounting to $5.17 a share, and in 1927 the net income 
was $969,331, or $4.80 a share. The 1928 net was $327,976, or $1.64 
per share. Earnings covering the years 1920 to 1924, inclusive, ranged 
from $2.35 a share in 1921, to $6.18 in 1923. The company is now 
engaczed in a serious effort to regain its earnings position of 1925, 
and the prospect now is favorable.
